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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The fact that there is no pending rejection under 
102(f) does not preclude the requirement of a declaration. Applicant argues that Examiner's reliance on In re Katz is misplaced. The 
Japanese applications are publications not patents, as such, Applicant's reference to claims as opposed to disclosures is not 
relevant.although the effect is the same since the designation of authorship is insufficient for a rejection under 102(0 even where the 
publication discloses the claimed subject matter However, MPEP section 2137 specifically cites to In re Katz and indicates that it is 
proper to require a declaration in reponse to an inquiry persuant to 102(f) even under circumstances where a 102(f) rejection would not be 
proper as indicated above. If the oath/declaration filed with the application was sufficient, then MPEP section 2137 would have indicated 
the same. As such the request for a declaration is maintained. With respect to the 103 rejection, Examiner has duly considereed 
Applicant's arguments but deems them unpersuasive for the reasons set forth in the prior Office Action. Examiner provides for Applicant's 
convenience English translations of JP 1 1-137336, JP 63-02741 1 and JP-63-1 88628 (Applicant is directed to page 6 of the translation of 
JP'628 and page 3 of JP'41 1 disclosing absorption of peroxidized skin lipids by hydroxyapatite). 
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
